Turning to another area, Boy 
said all the mills in the area 
expect to have stack emissions 
scrubber units in operation by the 
1975-76 grinding season but there 
have been delays on getting parts. 

He said the mills not equipped 
by next year's season won't be 
equipped simply because they 
couldn't get the units from the 
manufacturers. 

He predicted another less-than 
satisfactory crop this year, 
following last year's short crop, 
because of more bad weather for 
growing this summer.
